THE WEEK IN CONGRESS, 
The Tariff Bill to be the Work of the Week 
in the House. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The tariff will 
be the subject before the house 
during the week, if the operation of the reso- 
lution under which the house is acting is not 
suspended. The general impression is that it 
will not be suspended, but that every day will 
be devoted to tariff discussion. Should a 
break occur at any time, the river 
end harbor bill will have the right 
of way, but the managers of 
that the measufe disclaim any intention or 
desire to interfere in the most remote manner 
with the continued consideration of the Mills 
bill.

TRE NEWS FROM CUBA. 


Why Martial Law Was Declared—Poor Out- 
look for the Sugar Crop. 

Kry West, Fla., April 29.—Advices from 
Havana state that the daring acts of the bom- 
bileros who roam the country near the large 
cities and towns of Cuba have caused Captain- 
General Martin to declare martial law in the 
provinces of Havana, Matanzas, Santa 
Clara and Pinar del Rio. This 
measure will give greater confidence 
to the inhabitants of these _ districts, 
who have been Jong exposed to the acts of these 
outlaws, as tinder martial law captured offend- 
ers will be summarily dealt with and punished. 
while it has been supposed the civic courts 
were disposed to look upon them with more 
leniency. 

The recent sequestration of Mr. Galindez, 
one of the richest merchants of Matanzas and 
Excitentisimo, no donbt has caused the miili- 
tary governor to take the matter into his hands. 
Mr. Galindez was carried by these brigands 
inte the secluded mountains and there held 
untila ransom of $40,000 Spanish bank notes 
was paid for his release. 

Assassinations, robberies and arson were of 
very frequent occurrence, and people were in 
constant ‘peril not only in the country, but in 
the cities and towns. Assaults in the open 
day or by the bright moonlight of early even- 
ing have beén of freqnent happening up to 
the date of the recent proclamation of martial 
law, and it is well know that criminals will 
find no favor when they fall into the hands of 
the nillitary government in Cuba. 

The sugar-making season is nearly over. 
Prices have been very unsatisfactory, and the 
long-continued drought and frequent fires 
among ‘the sugar estates will cause a heavy de- 
crease in the total of this year’s crop from esti- 
mates made at the beginning of the year. 

Rain is very much in need. Rivers, brooks 
and wells are totally dry in many places and 
the live stock are perishing in great numbers, 
while the growing crops are being dried up.

Three Hundred People in Want Because ofa 
Fire. 

New Yorx, Apri! 29.— Flames were discov- 
ered at noon issuing from the basement of the 
iron front building at No. 403 and 406, Bedford 
avenue, Brooklyn, cecupied as a dry goods 
store by Edward R, Stover. It was the largest 
dry goods house in“the eastern district. By 
the timie the fire department arrived the build- 
ing was a mass of flawes, and_the efforts of the 
firemen were inefficient in stopping their pro- 
eress. The building was stocked up for open- 
ing tomorrow, and was full of goods. The 
building and stock are atotalloss, The owner, 
Edward Smith, estimates his loss at $40,000.

A STRANGE SPANISH SECT, 
People Who Believe in Going Naked and 
Wounding Themselves. 

From the London Chronicle. 

Your readers may remember that some time 
azo I drew attention to a very remarkable 
phase of religious fanaticism in the little 
village of Tolox, in the province of Malaga, 
which led to a state prosecution. The dev- 
otees of the religion, I may call to mind, took 
it into their heads, or rather, were led to be- 
lieve by their leader, a woman who declared 
herself a prophetess, that the highest 
form of religion was to conduct the mundane 
affates of this life in the simple garb of Adam 
and Eve before the fall. This was bad enough, 
and led, as I have said, to the intervention of 
the crown, but it was not their only deliver- 
ance from the ways of ordinary mortals, 
another portion of their doctrine being to 
inflict upon themselves wounds in the 
hands, breast and feet, such as are shown in 
representations of the crucifixion, They also 
burnt all, exnearly all, their worldly posses- 
sions, in the ‘ef that a higher power would 
provide th : xd. Their behavior, in- 
deed, was such tat; as stated, the government 
felt called upon to interfere, and a day or two 
ago a number\of leaders of this strange sect 
were put upon their trial Already the 
most extraordinary revelations have been 
made apa from what may _ be 
caNed —_ the spiritual manifestations 
which-these misguided people declare have 
been made to them. The most interesting 
feature in connection with the trial has been 
the experiments in Loe wirich have 
been made on the defendants by medica! spe- 
cialists, this being the first time hypnotism 
has been rosorted to in “Spain in the interests 
of justice. 

In nearly évery case the defendants proved 
to be “‘good’’ subjects. Many of the experi- 
ments tried by the doctors were of the most 
extraordinary character. One of the accused, 
for instance, when in a state of hypnotism, on 
being ordered to perspire, broke out almost 
in a state of profuse pe ate while anoth- 
er, who was ordered to ascend ® very high 
mountaingpeing the while in an ordinary room,

TALMAGE IS FURIOUS, 


Because He Was Accused of Of- 
fering Wine 


TO OFFICERS THE 13TH REGIMENT 


‘An Open Denunciation Which the Reverend 


Gentleman Wurls Against the Re- 
taflers of the Story. 


New York, April 29.—[Special.]—Rey. T.

I will give onegthousand dol- 
lars reward to any one who will prove 
that one drop of wine was offered, or will give that 
amount toany charitable institution that may be 
named by any respectable clergyman, lawyer or 
detective, such fe:son being judge in the whole 
matter, That which, I suppose, was told asa joke, 
is being nsed all over the land to give the im- 
pression that temperance men are hypocrites. I re- 
spectin'ly ask that the newspapers which have been 
misled by the report should correct it.

He then, in his well known manner, ex- 


pounded the scriptures. The multitude of peo- 
ple who throng thetabernacle and ail the en- 
trances, packing every available space of 
standing and sitting room, united in singing: 
“Salvation! let the echo fly 
The spacious earth aronnd, 
While all the armies of the sky 
Conspire to raise the sound.”’ 

Dr. Talmage announced his subject: ‘‘Mod- 
ern Spiritualism.’’ He took for his text: *‘Be- 
hold, there isa woman that hath a familiar 
spirit at En-dor. And Saul disguised himself, 
and put on other raiment, and he went, and 
two men with fim, and they came to the wo- 
man by night; and he said, I pray the, divine 
unto me by the familiar spirit, and bring me 
him up, whom I shail name unto thee.” 1 
Samuel xxviii, 7,8. Following isthe sermon 
in full: 

I have recently become a Spiritualist. At 
least so. some of the journals of that belief de- 
clare. This, together with the fact that ““me- 
diums”’ .are now being tried in the criminal 
courts, setting millions of people to make in- 
quiry in regard to communication between 
this world and the next, leads me to preach 
this sermon. 

Trouble tothe right of him and trouble to 
the left of him Saul knew eot whattodo. As 
a last resort, he concluded to seek out a spir- 
itual medium, or witch, anything that 
you please to call her—at any; rate, 
a woman who had communication 
with the spirits of the eternal world. It wasa 
very difficult thing to do, for Saul had either 
slain all the witches, or compelled them to 
stop business. A servant, one day, said to 
King Saul: ‘“‘I kuow of a spiritual medium 
down at the village of En-dor.”’ ‘Do you?” 
said the king. Night falls. Saul, patting off 
his Kingly robes, and putting on the dress of a 
plain citizen, with two servants, goes out to 
hunt up this spiritual medium. It was no easy 
thing for Saal to disenise himself, for the 
tallest people in the country only came up to 
his shoulder, and I think ftom the stretaith of 
the man and the way he bore himself, he must 
have been well proportioned. It must have 
been a frightful thing to see a man walking 
along in the night eight or nine feet high. 
suppose, as the people saw him pass, 
they said: “Whoisthat? He is as tall as the 
king’—having no idea that in such a 
plain dress theve really was passing the king. 
Saul and his servants after awhile reach the 
village, and they say: “‘I wonder if this is the 
house ?’’ and they lcok in and they see the 
haggard, weird and shrivelled up spiritual 
medium sitting by the light, and on the tabie 
seulptured images, and divining rods, and 
poisonous herbs, and bottles, and yases. They 
sav: ‘Yes, this must be the place.’’ One loud 
rap brings the woman tothe door, and as she 
stands there, holding the candle or lamp above 
her head, and peering out into the darkness, 
she says: ‘‘Who is here?’ The tall king in- 
forms her that he has come to have bis fortune 
told. When she hears that, she trembles and 
alinost drops the light, for she knows there is 
no chance for a fortune teller or spiritual me- 
dium inallthe land. But Saul having sworn 
thatno harm shall come to her, she says: 
“Wel, who shall bring 
from the dead?’ 
up Samuel.” That was 
who had died a little while before. 
waving a wand, or stirring up some poisonous 
herbs in acauldrnm, or hear her muttering over 
some incantations, or stamping with her foot, 
as she cries out to the realm of the dead: 
‘Samuel! Samuel?’’ Lo, the freezing horror! 
The floor of the tenement opens, and the gray 
hairs float up, and the forehead, the eyes, the 
lips, the shoulders, the arms, the feet, the en- 
tire body of dead Saimue!, wrapped in sepul- 
chral robe, appearing to the astonished group, 
who Stagg r yack and hold fast, and catch 
their breath, and shiver with terror. The 
dead prophet, white and awful from the tomb, 
begins to move his asheu lips, and he glares 
upon King Saul, and cries out: ‘What did 
you bring me up for? Why did you break my 

ong sleep? What doyou mean, King Saul?” 
Saul, trying to compose and control himself, 
makes this stammering and affrichted utter- 
ance, as he says to the dead prophet: 
“The Lord is against me, and 
have come to you for help. What shall I do?” 
The dead prophet stretched forth his finger to 
King Saul and said: ‘Die tomorrow! Come 
with me into the sepulchre. Lam going now. 
Come, come with me!’’ And lo! the floor 
again opens, and the feet of the dead prophet 
disappear, and the arms and the shoulders and 
the forehead. The floor closes. Nothing is 
left in the room but Saul and the two servants, 
and the spiritual medium, and the sculptured 
images, and the divining rods, and the bottles, 
and the vases, and the poisonous herbs. O, 
that was an awful seance! 

I learn first from thig subject that Spiritual- 
ism is a very old religion. It is natural that 
people should want to know the origin and the 
history of a doctrine which is so widespread in 
all the villages, towns and cities of the civil- 
ized world, getting new converts every day—a 
doctrine with which many of you are already 
tinged. 

Spiritualism in America was born in 1847, 
in Hydesville, Wayne county, New York, 
when one night there wasa loud rap heard 
against the door of Michael Weekman; a rap 
a second time,a rapa third time; and all 
three times when the door was ovened there 
was nothing found there, the a bay- 
ing been made seemingly by invisible knuck- 
les. In that same house there was a young 
woman who had acold hand passed over her 
face, and there being, seemingly, no arm at- 
tached to it, ghostly suspicions were excited. 
After a while Mr. Fox and his family moved 
into that house, and then every night there 
was a banging at the door, and one night Mr. 
Fox said: “Are you a spirit?” Two raps, 
answering in the affirmative. ‘Are you an in- 
jured —_ spirit ?”’ Two fraps, answering 
affirmative. And 80 they 
out, as they say, that 
it was the ghost or spirit of a peddler who 
had been murdered in that house, many years 
before, for his five hundred dollars. Whether 
the ghost of the dead pedler had come there to 
collect his five hundred dollars, or his bones, I 
cannot say, not being a Spiritualist [byt there 
was a great racket at the door, so Mr. Week- 
man declared, and Mrs. Weekman, and Mr.

Well, the people said: “We have got 
something new in this country; it is a new re 
ligion.’’ O no, my friends. Thousands of 
years ago we find in our texta Spiritualistio 
seance. 

Nothing in the Spiritualistic cireles of our 
day has been more strange, mysterious and 
wonderful than things which have been seen 
in the past centuries of the world. In all the 
ages there have been necromancers, those who 
consult with the spirits of the departed; 
charmeys, those who put their subjects in ® 
mesineric state; sorcerers, those who by talt- 
mg poisonous drugs see everything and hear 
everything and tell everything ; dreamers, 

le who in their sleepiug moments can see the 
uture world and hold consultation with 
spirits; astrologers, who could read a new 
dispensation in the stars; experts in 
palmistry, who can tell by the lines inthe palm 
of your hand your origin and your history. 
From a cave on Mount Parnassus, we are told, 
there was an exhalation that intoxicated the 
sheep and the goats that came anywhere near 
it, and a shepherd appreaching it was thrown 
by that exhalation into an cbemand in which 
he could foretell future events and hold com- 
sultation with the spiritual world. Yea, be- 
fore the time of Christ the Brahmins 
went through all the  table-moving, 
all the furniture excitement, which the spi 
have exploited in our day; ‘procisely the same 
thing over and over again, under the mani 
lations of the Brahmins. Now doyou say 
spiritualism is different from these? I answer, 
all these delusions I have mentioned belong to 
the same family. They are exhumations from 
the unseen worid. What does God think of 
all these delusions? He thinks so severely of 
them that He never speaks of them but with 
livid thunders of indignation, He says: *f 
will be a swift witness against the sor 
cerer.”’ He says: “Thou shalt not suffer 
a witch to live.”’ Anddest you might make 
some important distinction between spiritual- 
ism and witcheraft God says in so many words: 
“There shall not be among you aconsulter of 
familiar spirits, or wizard, or necromancer: for 
they that do these things arean abominati 
unto the Lord.”’” And He says again: “he 
soul of those who seek after such as have fa- 
miliar spirits, and who go whoring after them, 
I will sct myself against them, and he shall be 
cut off from among his people.’”” The Lord Al- 
mighty, in ascore of passages which I have 
not now time to quote, utters His indignation 
against allthis great family of delusions. After 
that be a spiritualist if you dare! 

Still further: We learn from this text-how 
it is that people come to fall into spiritpatism. 
Saul had enough trouble to kill ten men, He 
did not know where to go for relief. After 
awhile he resolved to go and see the witchof 
En-dor. He expected that somehow she woujd 
afiord him relief. It was his trouble that 
drove him there. And I have to tell you now 
that spiritualism finds its vietims in the 
troubled, the bankrupt, the sick, the bereft, 
You lose your watch, and you go to the fom 
tune teller to find where it is, You lese 
a friend, you want the spiritual world opened, 
so that you may have commanication with 
him, Ina highly-wrought, nervous, and dis- 
eased state of mind, you go and put yourself 
in that communication. Thatits why I hate 
spiritualism. It takes advantage of onc~in a 
moment of weakness, which may come upon 
usatany time. We loseafriend. The trail 
is keen, sharp, suffocating, alinost maddening. 
If we could marshala host, and storm the 
eternal world, reeapture ovr loved one, the 
host would soon be marshalled. The housefis 
so lonely. The world isso dark. ‘The separa- 
tion is so insufferable. 

But spiritualism says: 
future world, and your loved one can come 
back and talk to you.’’ Though we may not 
hear his voice, we may hear the rap of his hand, 
So, clear the table. Sit down. Put your han 
on the table. Be very quiet. Five minntes 
gone. Ten minutes. Nomotion of the table. 
No response from the future world. Twenty 
minutes. Thirty minutes. Nervous excite- 
ment all the time increasing. Forty minutes. 
The table shivers. Tworaps from the future 
world. ‘The letters of the alphabet are called 
over. The departed friend’s name is 
John. At the pronunciation of the 
letter “‘J,’’ two raps. At the pronuncia- 
tion of the letter “‘O,”’ two raps. At the pro- 
nunciation of the letter “‘H,”’ two raps. At 
the pronunciation of the letter ‘‘N,”’ two raps, 
There you have the whole name spelled out. 
J-o-h-n, John. Now, the spirit being present, 
you say: “John, are you happy?’’ Two raps 
give an affirmative answer. Pretty soon the 
hand of the medium begins to twitch and toss, 
and begins to write out, after paper and ink 
are furnished, a message from the eternal 
world. What is remarkable, the departed 
spirit, although it has been amid the 
illuminations of heaven, canno! spell as well 
as it used to. It has lost all grammatical ace 
curacy and cannot write as distinctly. I re 
ceived a letter through a medium once. I sent 
it back. I said: ‘‘Just please to tell those 
ghosts they had better go to school and get im- 
proved in their orthography.’’ Now, ‘ret 
tkink of spirits, that the Bibles represents as 
enthroned in glory, coming down to craw! un- 
der the table, and break crockery, and ring 
tea-bells before supper is ready, and rap the 
window shutter on a gusty night. Is there 
any consolation in such poor, miserable work 
compared with the thought that our departed 
Christian friends, got rid of pain and languish- 
ing, are in the radiant society of heaven, and 
that we shall join them there, not in a stifled 
and mysterious half-utterance, which makes 
the hair stand on end and the cold shills creep 
the back, but in an unhindered and illimitable 
delight. 

~ “And none shell murmur or misdoubt. 
When God’s great sunrise finds us out.” 

Yes, my friends, Spiritualism comes to those 
who are in trouble and sweeps them into its 
delusions. Saul, in the midst of his disaster, 
went to the witch of En-dor. The vast major- 
ity of those who have gone to spiritual mediums 
have been sent there through their misfer- 
tunes. 

I learn still further from this subject, that 
Spiritualism and necromancy are affairs of the 
darkness. Why did not Saul go in the day? 

+ was ashamed to go. Besides that, he knew 
that this spiritual medium, like all her succes- 
sors, performed her exploitsin the night. The 
Davenports, the Fowlers, the Foxes, the 
spiritual] mediums of all ages, have chosen the 
night or a darkened room. Why? The ma- 
jority of their wonders have been swindles, 
and deception prospers best in the night. 

Some of the performances of spiritual medi- 
ums are not to be ascribed to fraud, but te 
some occult law that after awhile may be dem- 
onstrated. But I believe that now nine hun- 
dred and ninety-nine out of every thonsand 
achievements on the part of spiritual mediams 
are arrant and unmitigated humbug. The 
nm, st rious red letters that used to come out 
ov ...e medium'’s arm were found to have been 
made by an iron pencil that went heavily over 
the flesh, not tearing it, but so disturb 
ing the blood, that it came up 
in great round letters. The 
witnesses of the seances have locked the door, 
pnt the key in their pocket, arrested the opera- 
tor, and found out, 23 searching the room, 
that hidden levers moved the tables.

Weak. Nervous. Exhausted. Hands clam- 
my and cold. Nothing prospers but long hair 
—soft marshes yielding rank grass. Spir- 
itualism destroys the physical health. 
Its disciples are ever hear- 
ing startling news from the other world. 
Strange beings crossing the room in white. 
Table fidgety, wanting to get its feet loose as 
ifto dance. Voices sepulchral and ominous. 
Bewildered with raps. 1 never knew a con- 


firmed spiritualist who had a healthy nervous" 


system, It is incipient epilepsy and catalepsy. 
Destroy your nervous system and you inight 
as well be dead. Ihave noticed that people 
who are hearing raps fromthe future world 
have but little strength left to bear the hard 
raps of this world. It is an awful thing to 
trifle with one’s nervous system. It is so deli- 
cate—it isso far-reaching—its derangements 
are so terrible. Get the nervonrs system a jan- 
gie, and so far as‘your body and soul are con- 
cerned, the whole universe is a jangie. Better, 
in our ignorance, experiment with a chemist’s 
retort that may smite us dead, or with an en- 
gineer’s steam boiler that may blow us to 
atoms than experiment with the nervous 
system. A man can live with only one lungor 
with no eyes, and be happy, as men have been 
under such afflictions; but woe be to the man 
whose nerves are shattered. Spiritualism 
smites first of all, and mightily, against the 
nervous system, and so makes life miserable.

It is an unclean, adulterous, damnable 
religion, and the sooner it is dropped into hell 
from which it rose, the better both for earth 
and heaven. For the sake of man’s honor and 
Wwoman’s purity, I say let the last vestige of it 
perish forever. 1 wish I could gather up all 
the raps it has ever heard from spirit blest or 
damned, and gather them all on its own head 
in one thundering rap of annihilation! 

I further indict Spiritualism for the fact 
that itis the cause of much insanity. There 
is not an asylum between Bangor and San 
Francisco which has not Jthe torn and bleed- 
ing victims of this delusion, Go into any asy- 
lum, I care not where it is, and the presiding 
doctor, after you have asked him: ‘‘What 
is the matter with that man?” will say: 
“Spiritualism demented him;” or “What is 
the matter with that woman?” he will say: 
“Spiritualism demented her.’’ It has taken 
down some of the brightest intellects. It 
swept off into mental midnight judges, sena- 
tors, governors, ministers of the Gospel, and 
one time came near capturing one of the pres- 
idents of the United States. At Flushing, 
near this city, a2 man became absorbed with 
it, forsook his family, took his only fifteen 
thousand dollars, surrendered them to the 
spiritual medium in New York, attempted 
three times to putan end to his own life, and 
then was incarcerated in the state lunatic asy- 
Jum, where he is today a raving maniac. Put 

your hand in thewfhand of this witch of Endor, 
and she will lead you to bottomless perdition, 
where she holds her -everlastind seance. 
Many years ago the steamer At- 
lantic started from Europe for 
the United States. Getting mid-ocean the 
machinery broke, and she floundered around 
day after day, and week after week, and for a 
whole month after she was due peaple won- 
dered, and finally gave her up. There was 
great anguish in the cities, for there were 
many who had friends aboard that vessel. 
Some of the women, in their distress, went to 
the spiritual mediums, and inquired as to the 
fate of that vessel. The mediums called up 
the spirits, and the rappings on the table indi- 
cated the steamship lost, with all on beard. 
Women went raving mad, and were carried to 
the lunatic asylum, After awhile one day a 
gun was heard off quarantine. The flags went 
up on the shipping, and the bells of the 
churches were run.

Judge Edmonds, ‘in Broadway tabernacle, New 
Werk, delivering'a lecture in behalf of spirit- 
ualism, admitted in so many words: “There is 
a fascination about consultation with the 
Spirits of the dead that has a tendency to lead 
people off from their right judgment, and to 
instil into them a fanaticism that is revolting

It not only ruins its disciples, but it ruins 
the mediums also, only give it time. The 
Gadaracan swine, on the banks of the Lake of 
Galilee, no sooner became spiritual mediums 
than down they went, in an avalanche of pork, 
to the consternation of all the herdsmen.

I bring against this delusion a more fearful 
indictment: it -ruins the soul immortal.

The whole system, as I conceive it, is 
founded on the insufficiency of the word of 
God asa revelation. God says the Bible is 
enough for you to know about the future world. 
You say itis not enough, and there is where 
you and the Lord differ. Youclear the table: 
you shove aside the Bible: you put your hand 
on the table and say: ‘‘Now let spirits of the 
future world come and tell me something the 
Bible has not told me.” And although the 
Scriptures say: “Add thou not unto His 
words, lest he reprove thee, and thou be 
found a liar,” you risk it, and say: “Come 
back, <a of my departed father; come back, 
spirit of my mg mother, of my compan- 
ions, of my little child, and tell me some things 
I don’t know about you and about the unseen 
world.” If God is ever slapped square in the 

face, it is when a spiritual medium puts down 
her hand on the table, invoking spirits depart- 
to make a revelation. God has told you all 
ou ought to Know, and how dare you be pry- 
ng into that which is none of your business?

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The Republican Outlook. 

The republican campaign for the presi- 
dential nomination of that party has pro- 
gressed far engugh to indicate what will be 
the compas stand of the different can- 
didates at the assembling of the convention 
in Chicago on the 19th of June. 

Mr. Sherman will unquestionably go to 
the convention with a greater strength than 
any of the other candidates, though it is ex- 
ceedingly improbable that that strength will 
represent a majority of the votes of the con- 
vention. The question which Mr. Sher- 
man’s friends are now considering is 
whether or not he can count with cértainty 
on increasing the vote which he receives on 
the first ballot enough to give him a major- 
ity over all his competitors. His most con- 
fident supporters do not expect that he will 
have a majority vote of the convention on 
the first ballot. They believe, however, 
that he will come very close to it, and count 
on a sufficient gain on the second or third 
ballot to nominate. 

Lef us look into the matter and see on 
what grounds they base their hope. 

They agree that Depew, Harrison, Alli- 
son and Alger will go to the convention, 
each with the delegation of his own state, 
and some of them with strong backings 
from the delegations of other states. Pre- 
cedent shows that all of these candidates 
will not hold their vote for more than one, 
or at most two ballots. Some will gain and 
some will lose. Mr. Sherman will unques- 
tionably lead on the first ballot, and counts 
on not only holding his vote intact, but on 
securing at a very early stage of the ballot- 
ing sufficient votes from the strength of the 
other candidates to give him the nomina- 
tion. From whose support shall this in- 
crease come? Not from Depew, who will 
have the solid delegation of New York, and 
a strong following from the east, and whose 
shrewd management will enable him not 
only to hold his strength but to increase it. 
Harrison’s following will not yield to Sher- 
man, because in the west the issue has 
clearly been made between Harrison and 
Sherman; and the Harrison delegates will 
more probably go to any other candidate 
than to Sherman. 
with Gresham, the latter of whom, while 
not having the backing of his own state, 
will have a strong support from the west. 

Mr. Sherman is not in a friendly attitude 
towards the other candidates, and will prob- 
ably be disappointed in his belief that 
enough votes will be transferred from others 
to give him the nomination. Harrison’s 
vote may go to Gresham or Gresham’s may 
go to Harrison. So with the vote of Alger 
and Allison; orthe votes of those four may 
be concentrated on one of the number; but 
Mr. Sherman cannot confidently count. on 
any considerable element, except the sup- 
port which he first developed. 

The Blaine feature of the convention 
may, however, upset all calculations and 
break the Sherman slate into splinters. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Blaine 
persistently disavows his candidacy, the im- 
pression seems to be gaining ground that he 
would not object tothe nomination. It is 
certain that many of his warmest friends, 
and most active supporters, will be in the 
convention, and a number of delegates have 
already been instructed for him. If it 
should be demonstrated at the assembling of 
the convention that Mr. Blaine can be in- 
duced to allow the use of his name, his 
mame would sweep the convention ina 
storm. Sherman’s many months of work 
in the south would go for nothing. Not- 
withstanding-the fact that he has secured 
the almost solid vote of the south, the 
greater part of that vote would be trans- 
ferred to Blaine at a moment’s notice if he 
were in the race. So it is with the delega- 
tions from Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and 
many other states. 

Blaine isthe unknown quantity of the 
republican convention, and the solution of 
its nomination problein is in his hands.

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A HIGH-TONED LYNCHING BEE. 
All the Best People of Fort Collins Turned 
Out to Scea Wife-Slayer Hanged. 
Fort Collins, Col., Dispatch to Denver Republican. 

The lynching of J. H. Howe last night pricked 
the bubble of public suspense and excitement, and 
today a feeling of relief pervaded the community. 
It isa singular fact that there is little conflict of 
opinion as to the propriety of the awful deed which 
launched a human’ soul from time into eternity. 
Unlike similar occasions, usually—where the law 
and order elements of society favor upholding the 
dignity of the law and allowing courts of justice to 
assume the responsibility of deciding the matter— 
the aggravated and causeless nature of this case was 
so evident that the outraged people took justice into 
their own hands, 

Not only laboring men and merchants, but pro- 
fessional men, doctors, lawyers and clergymen, 
strange as it may appear, attended the execution 
last night, and none opposed, with the exception of 
the sheriil and his posse, the execution of the un- 
written warrant, 

A meeting of citizens was held early 'n the even 
inginavacant business room on Linden street, 
where the murderandthe details for theJynching 
were discussed and plans formulated. Shortly 
after eight o’clock the electric lights were extin- 
guished by disconnecting the wire from a lamp, and 
this was a signal for opening the ghastly programme. 
Sherilf Davy apprehended trouble. He had guards 
stationed about the jail and five or six men of 
nerve within, but the attack was so sudden and 
the darkness so intense that resistance was impos 
sible. 

About thirty men advanced at a double quick 
across Oak street to the front door of the stone jail, 
and. while three or four pinioned the burly sherfff 
the balance forced the outside door. and in two 
minutes they had broken the huge Icck which 
fastened the strong door of the jail. 

The attacking party bad all the necessarr tocls, 
and their entrance was almost unimpeded. As 
Howe heard the doors being broken down he cried 
for mercy, and continued his beseeching till at the 
scaffold. As his cell door opened, he walked into 
the arms of his gexecutioners, who speedily bore 
him to the rear of the new courthouse, where stands 
a scaffold alout thirty feet high, used for hauling 
up mortar for the workmen. A‘rope dangled from 
the pulley, justasit had been left by the masons. 
Howe was placed under it, his feet and hands pin- 
ioned, and a noose adjusted about his neck in less 
time than it takes to describe it. 

At this juncture a voice cried; ‘Le. him speak!” 
As the opportunity was given, he only said: ‘“Gen- 
tlemen, once more I ask you to spare my life!” His 
request was greeted with a how! of derision, anda 
moment later he leaped into the air as two scores of 
strong arms tugged at the further end of the rope, 
He kicked and drew himself up three or four times 
and several minutes elapsed before life was extinct. 
The body was cut down and taken to the hose 
house, which crowds visited to view the body dur- 
ing the day. 

The poor wife’s remains lie at Undertaker Ralph’s 
and many have been attracted thither by morbid 
curiosity, as also to the scene of the tragedy, where 
the life-blood of Howe’s victim” stains the carpet, 
doorsill, gate and fence for thirty feet. 

Probably no community in the west is more dis- 
posed to be law-abiding and peaceable than Fort 
Collins, but the extreme cruelty and needlessne.s 
of Howe's act so inflamed the public mind that re- 
sistance was useless. Possibly after a few days 
elapse and sober second thought comes into action 
an attempt may be made to establish the supremacy 
of the law, but itappears doubttul whether avy 
successful prosecutions can be made.

At the Birmingham police court yesterday, 
says the London Telegraph, William Nastings 
Toone, 25, agentleman of independent means, ot 
Upper Gloucester place, Portman square, London, 
was brought upon remand, charged with having 
obtained money by false pretenses.

No fewer than 3,348 letters reached 
him from all parts of the United Kingdom, some of 
them containing the requisite five shillings,

A LOSING GAME 


Is What Mr. Mills, of Texas, 
Seems to be Playing. 


He Accedes tothe Republican Demand For 
Twenty Days’ Debate—The Proba- 
bilities of the Canvass, 


WAsHINGTON, April 29.—(Special.]—Eveq 
the staunchest supporters of Mr. Mills cannot 
deny but that he showed weakness and lack of 
confidence in his party when he acceded to 
the demands of the republicans of the house 
for twenty days debate on the tariff. His most 
earnest supporter, McMillin, of Tennessee, 
advised against it and even fought it in the 
house, but to no purpose. 

Mills simply played into thé hands of the 
republicans; and itis evident he hag played @ 
losing game so farasthe passage of his bil} 
before the St. Louis convention is con. 
cerned. 

By this mistake it has been settled that the 
debate will conclude on the evening of the 12th 
of May, provided no other matters are takep 
up for consideration between times. It is, howe 
ever, very probable that other matters will be 
taken up, and the debate prolonged until, a& 
least, the 15th. 

This long debate amounts to nothing, so fap 
as the bill is concerned. It is simply a stream 
of speech making for the benefit of the cone 
stituents of the different members who 
choose to state their positions. Already 
the speeches are only made to empty 
seats and galleries, and it is evident that not 
a single vote will be changed by this flood of 
oratory. 

But after this debate the bill will come up 
forconsideration under the five minute rule. 
Hundreds of amendments will certainly be 
offered, and the debate on each amendment 
willconsume much time. It is the policy of 
the republicans not to allow any tariff bii!~it 
matters not in what shape it might be—to pass 
the house until after the convention, and their 
tactics so far have been successful. Mills, 
while he has many supporters of 
his bill, knows that jhe has not 
the shadow of a chance’ of passing 
it without material amendments. His and 
the Randall faction, it is now believed, can 
agree upon a bill, although both factions will 
be compelled to make material compromises; 
but even with this incalculable disadvantage 
to the democratic party will result from the 
mistake of the Texan. . 

The majority of the Indiana democratic em 
gressmen, as well as other democrats here, say 
that their party will, without doubt, azain care 
ry the state in the next presidential {election, 
All think they will carry it, but some few are 
not so confident as others.

The republicons 
have one advantage this time in the want of 
harmony among the democrats, and we may 
strengthen ourselves by the nomination of 
Porter for governor, and could make our posi- 
tion altogether impregnable by the nomination 
of Harrison at Chicago. The demcecrats are 
weakened in the state this way: Most of these 
men who went into the various wards and 
polling precincts in 1884 expected to be re- 
warded by appointment to oftice as soon as Mr, 
Cleveland was elected. At first they 
were disappointed because it looked 
as if the new President was going to 
ignore them altogether. Later, when the 
offices began to be distributed, they became 
disgusted that there were not enough to go 
around. Added tothis fact that Mr. Cleve- 
land continued a few republicans in ollice 
weighs heavily upon their patience. They 
are not ready to work this time as they did be- 
fore. Instead of going aboutand drumming 
up votes wherever they can get them they wilt 
simply keep quiet and take it easy.

1 hear from Berlin that Empress Victoria 
and her eldest son have. been barely on speaking 
terms during the last thf@e weeks. The crown 
prince has reproached his mother in violent lan- 
guage in consequence of her having opened and 
cleaned out the room at Charlottenburg in which 
Queen Louise died. The room bas been regarded 
as a sacred palace and has been kept exactly as the 
heroic queen left it for nearly eighty years, It 
appears that the empress meddled with it in the 
course of the preparations for the reception of the 
queen (her mother) and itis impossible to acquit 
her ofa grave indiscretion and of & most extraore 
dinary want of taste and good feeling. 

Considering that Empress Victoria is really @ clev 
er woman, the mistakes she has committed since 
ber return to Berlin are perfectly astonishing. She 
bas made no moves but false ones, both in great 
things and in small. One cannot but wonder that 
the empress is unpopular at Berlin, when one 
hears that the work of redecorating and furnishing 
the right wing of the palace of Charlottenburg bas 
been entrusted by her toa London tradesman, as if 
there were not a single establishment in Berlin 
capable of undertaking it. 

THE FAMILY PEACEMAKER. 

The grand duke of Baden has been the gran& 
pacificator at Berlin during the past month. He 
has negotiated between the empress and the crowm 
prince and betwcen her majesty and the chancellor, 
and it is mainly owing to his interference, which 
has been marked throughout by great tact, earnest- 
ness and good feeling, that Emperor Frederick has 
been able to arrange his private affairs to his entire 
satisfaction. The grand duchess of Baden will ulti- 
mately inherit neariy a million and a half ste rling 
from her father and mother, as well as the beauti- 
ful Schloss and park of Babelsberg, near Potsdam. 
This huge fortune was intended for the late Prince 
Ludwig of Baden, but the bulk of it will now pass to 
the crown princess of Sweden on the death of ber 
parents, as the hereditary prince of Baden is very 
rich, thanks to his marriage with Princess Hilda, o- 
Nassau, and he does not need assistance.

May Grass. 

About the first of May crab grass springs up 
in our cultivated fields. It often covers the 
whole surface of the ground, in the drill, and 
close around young corn and cotton, and is 
difficult of removal without disturbing them.

At that season the 
crops are too small to run the plows very near 
plants or to throw sufiicient dirt to cover the 
grass without covering the corn and cotton 
also. In consequence the first working of the 
crops is slow and tedious, the hoe taking a 
prominent part. How to meet this emergency 
has taxed thought and ingenuity for many 
years. Last week we discussed the matter, and 
called attention to broadcast harrowing and 
siding with sweeps, the wings of which were 
set to run very flat. Since then we have tried 
anothor implement, which promises to be quite 
useful in killing this first crop of grass. We 
took a Shaves harrow and ran over the bed 
lengthwise, just before the cotton was ready 

come up. The center tooth, or blade in 

nt, was taken out, and as many of the rear 
outside blades taken off as to make it as wide 
asa cotton row. The bladesof this harrow 
are similar to those of an Acme harrow, and 
so curved as to throw dirt towards the center. 
Straddling the cotton row, a little dirt is 
thrown directly over the drill in which the 
seed were planted, and the bed, which was 
somewhat. flattened by planting, was again 
rounded up and left in excellent shape. The 
whole surface of the bed was stirred except 
along the line of drill, and enough dirt thrown 
upon the latter to kill young grass. The cotton 
is now ready tocome up through a perfectly 
clean surface. The process is not quite so rapid 
as broadcast harrowing—the horse can go over 
six to eight acres a day —but it leaves the land 
in better shape. There is but one point about 
which we have doubts as to its successful work- 
ing—that is, possibly too much dirt may be 
thrown on the drill and the young cotton have 
some difficulty in getting through. It would 
be, however, an easy matter to have smailer 
blades in front, which weuld throw less dirt. 
We will give results at a later period. 

It is important now to keep the surface of a 
cotton field frequently but lightly stirred. This 
not only kills the May grass, but keeps the soil 
moist and in good condition, and promotes the 

wth of the cotton very much. Donot throw 
any dirt to the plants—they do not need it; in 


‘i 


roots Covered deeper. Moreover, dirt thrown 
to the plants will have to be cut 
away by the hoe, and the labor of the hoe 
hand thereby increased. Again, loose dirt 
around the plants will bide the young grass 
and often prevents its being cut with the hoe; 
and yet the covering may be so light that the 
first rain will wash it off and give the grass 
full opportunity to grow. Do nothing that 


will hide May grass from sight; let it remain 


fully exposed to view along the drill, and cut 
it away thoroughly with the hoe. Now is the 
time tocleanacrop. May grass if left will be 
a hard customer to manage in June, and will 
call for more than double labor then. Better 
bestow care and labor on it now. W. L. J.

It may seem surprising, and yet it is nevertheless 
true, that the missionary movement—the only effort 
to reach the great heathen nations that has had in 
it the reel spirit an 1 power of our Lord—is the pro- 
guttof modern times. ‘The first Missionary society 
was organizized | the Baptist association of North- 
amptonsiire, Eng and, iu 1792, Ip 193 Willlam 
Carey, the first missiouary, sailed for India. ro de- 
terinine the cause which underlies this great event— 
to undersiand how it was that nearly eighteen hun- 
dred years had passed after the death ot t brist upon 
the cross beiore such amovement was set on foot— 
ig pot oily a question of great latercst, butone upon 
ghich must largely, in its solution, depend the pres- 
gnt inspiration of the church. With the light of 
history shining Upon us, we can but see that 
ep effort for the evangelization of the world, could 
only be born ina Protestant age. ‘The gospel made 
gapid progress in apostolic days. Pau! marched 
down upon Corinth and Ephesus and Athens and 
anted the Christian church in that part of Europe 
erested by the Roman power. The two centuries 
that followed of persecution and martyrdom at the 
nds of pagan superstition and cruelty, and of 
Jewish hatred, brought a still more glorious and en- 
ed success, Butthe church that could sing in 
the flames and wade through blood, could not staud 
the blighting touch of temporal! elevation. By the 
sword Constantine came at last, in the early part of 
the fourth century, to the throne of the Roman em- 
ire. Under the band of his royal authority pagan- 
was abolished. The next step witnesses the 
establishment of the national chureh, and with 
rowing temporal power the decay of her spiritual 
Fife and strength. It takes but one step more to 
lubge us into the very heart of 
he corruption and horrors of ‘the dark ages.’ 
It ig true thatthrough these centuries the Roman 
Catuolic and Greek churches made many efforts to 
lant taeir corrupt form of Christianity among the 
eathen nations, but the inevitable result was 
failure.

He drove the enterimg wedge into the 
Roman-Catholie-geclesiastical hierarchy that under 
the divine bless Ng was to split it from topto bottom, 
The power of the priesthood waned, and spirituaiity 
revived. His cry of salvation by faith only stirred 
the heart of the whoie civilized earth. He con- 
uered by God’s help his own place in history. 
pon all its pages there shines no fairer 
or more illustrious name than that 
of the Monk of Eisleben-the hero of Wittenburg. 
But scarcely had tuis Protestant movement, whic 
promised so much, started upon its glorious course, 
ere it fei], in the reign of Henry VIII. of England, 
under the same blight of national establishment. 
A terrible reaction was the result. Out of the 
strife of religious parties which followed came, in 
the beginning of the eighteenth century, the dark- 
est day of intidelity which the world has ever seen.

Blackstone, the famous jurist, said he had beard 
every prominent clergyman in London, and that 
there was “no more Christianity in their sermons 
tha in the orations of -Cicero.”’ In Amer- 
ica, Samuel Bisir said “religion lay 
a dying. In France, Voltaire, Rousseau, 
aod Madame dc Pompadour reigned as the leading 
lights in society. The German court of Frederick 
the Great, inthe language of a recent writer, was 
an ‘Olympus of infideis..”” Such men as Collinsand 
Tyndall denounced Christianity as pricstcratt and 
ridiculed miracles. Licentiousness was in full riot. 
No spiritual movement, such as was uecessary to 
evancelize the nations, could possibly be born in 
suchan age. It was at this time God raised up the 
Wesicys. They were quickly — by leading 
clergymen of the Church of England, and by others 
ofthe dissenting organizations, and the most won- 
deriu! spiritual revival in the history ofthe world 
was bezun. Thousands heard the word in the open 
air, proached with such power as the centuries had 
not witnessed since the daysofthe apostles, All 
Class:

Lord Lawrence eloquently 
says: “Christianity every where imparts cignity to 
javor, sanctity to marriage, and brotherhood to 
man. Where it does not convertit checks; where it 
does not renew it refines; where it does not sanctiry 
it subdues.”’ 

Judged by such @ stardard. what has been the 
effect of Protestant Christian missions upen the civil, 
ecclesiastical and religious condition of the world? 
Lock at India, the oldest of all the missron 
tields. The East India company Wis 
chartcred by parliament Januaayl, 1600. Twelve 
years afierwards it wes allowed by treaty to begin 
operations in India. While it was strictly a trading 
corporation, its existence necessarily involved mili- 
tary control. For nearly two handred years it grew 
in wealth andinflueuce, ani cvenat the time of 
the coming of Carey, 17/5, almost dominated the 
country by its so-calied military “‘protection.’’ Its 
wealth feached almost a fabu!ous sum, and as it in- 
creasd inrichés it grew more afd more corrupt. 
Its policy was to coin gold cut of the ignorance and 
superstition of the people,. It despised the mission- 
ary movement. Under its tmiuence, when Care 
reached India, all educational end religious wor 
was positively prohibited. It fostered the hatred of 
the heathen against the miss 'onaries, and sought in 
every way to neutralize their eflorts tobring in light 
amd liftuptbe benighted and defrauded natives. 
Religious toleration came in 1812, but only in bhame, 
As late as 1852, England, standing at the head of the 
so-calied Christian nations, appropriated $3,750,000 
to repair heathen te ojlos, purchase idols and pay 
pacan — 

But the power of 
bined influence o 


od was greater than the com- 
corrupt trade, ‘governmenial 
greed, and ignorant and superstitious ha:e. Ly the 
circulation of the $criptures, the proclamation of 
the Gospel, and the introduction of schools, the 
way was slowly opened. The cause of our Lord was 
espoused by thousands, and became rooted in its 

ure and spiritual character in the heart of Asia 
jut the time for a wider field, and new conditions 
of success, was at hand. In 1857 came the Sepoy 
rebellion. England wet the fuli and just reward of 
her corrupt and avaricious policy.. Ske had kept 
the people in darkness that she might the more suc- 
cessfully despoil thein of their wealth, and now 
they turned upon her with a ery for blo The 
Olly party of the population that remained loyal to 
her authority was that which had teen brouzht 
uncer the Christianizing influence of the missiona- 
ries. Her lesson wasasadone, but it brought a 
greatchange. The next yearthe East India com- 
many was abolisLed. The missionary movement 
e@gun to have a place in government 
reyorts. Even the London Quarterly was 
consirained in 1873 to say: “The im- 
portance and value of the indirect resuit 
of Indian missions is oneof he most remark- 
able facts that can claim to have a place in mission- 
ary history.’’ Today there is universal protection to 
both imssionaries and eonverts. From more than 
60,000 schools and a hundred colleges, light is flow- 
The printing presses are 
and night. Lhe word 
of God and a Christian literature 
are being scattered over the land, Railroads 
are threading the empire. Telegraph and mail fa- 
cilities are bringing the people close together, The 
English language isso largely used, that Julius 
seelye and Joseph Cook, during their comparatively 
recent visits, spoke to the native Brahnmis without 
aninterpreter, The tide of evangelsm is steadily 
rising. Halfa million souls have been converted to 
God and around them isa Christian population of 
two miilions more. The whole empire with its 250,- 
00',000 is wide cpe2n to receive the gospel. 

But beyond all th.s, what is the resultant force 
of Christianity in India? The sutteo-widow burn- 
ing has been entirely abolished. The murder of in- 
fants has been prohibited by law. No more does 
the hand of a mother cast her child intothe surge 
of the Ganges’ tide to propitiate the wrath of the 
gods, Caste, oneof the greate-t obstacles to the 
gospel, is fast breaking down under the bustle and 
stirand contact of the new development and the 
new life. But nowhere is this resultant force 
more manifest than in the elevation of woman. 
It is estimated that there are 100,000,000 women_ in 
India in the lowest degradation. One-third of them 
can neither read nor write. One-sixth of them are 
widows, and §0,000 of these, owing to the marriage 
of children, are under ten years ofage. Fifty years 
ago the women of India were absolutely inaccessi- 
ble to the gospel. The zenanas were vigorously 
protected against all approach. About that 
time a society was organized in London 
to undertake the breaking down of 
this barricr apd lft up the women of the 
eimpire. Alad¥ missionary wassent out and entered 
upon her work. A piece of. embroidery opened the 
way. The consent of the husband was obtained fur 
his wife to learn so beautiful an art; and as she tauht 
the heathen woman theskillful use of her fingers, she 
aiso told her the story “of Jesus and his love.” 
So the work lezan. Today there is scarcely a home 
in india, or in any heathea land, that is not access- 
able to the influences of the gospel! Girls’ schools 
are in every mission field, and this mighty resultant 
force will vet bring the full emancipation of woman 
from her heathen degradation, 

Look at China. Her population is variously esti- 
mated at from 350,000,000 to 500.000,000. It is the 
oldest of alltne nations. Confucius, her great reliz- 
ious teacher, was born 500 years before Christ, and 
died eleven years betore the birth of Socrates. The 
Chinesse are intellectually the most robust and cul- 
tivated of all the heathen people Because of 
their industry, Ingennity and enterprise they 
are styled ‘the oriential yankee.’’ Because of their 
culture, their pride in the antiquity of their institu- 
tions, and their ancestral worsbip, they are univers- 
ally admitted the most inaccessible to the rospel; 
the most difficult to bring under its saving influence 
and power. Amongtbe massesthereis great de- 
gradation. Woman is in the dust. Wives are 
beaten, starved, or sold according to the caprice of 
the husbasd. Many thousands every year ere 
driven to suicide. The birth of a girlis considered 
a disgrace to the family. Only afew years ago a 
missionary, after close observation, deciared his be- 
lief that in forty given towns two-fifths of the 
daughters were murdered, either by being drowned 
or buried alive, and commonly by the father. In 
1807 Morrison entered this hard field. At the end of 
seven years he gave China the New Testament and 
baptized his first convert. He was joined by Wil 
liam Miine,andin 1S8i8they sent out the whole 
Bible to the benighted people. 

The work went slowly but steadily on. In 1858 
came the treaty Tientsn. Miss onaries from every 
quarier—our own Allen emong them—pressed eag- 
erly in through the partially open door. More than 
thirty religious organizations now cover the whole 
territcry, but with only one worker to every million 
ofthe population, To*the Inland China mission 
has been given the honor under God of reaching the 
hitherto unapprocched provinces, There a'e now 
00,000 converts and a Christian community of 250, 
0.0. But this is only asmal! part of what has been 
accomplished. Schools, colleges, hospitals, in addi- 
tion the preaching of the Word of Life, and the cir- 
culation of the printed es constitute the 
gospe! leaven which is surely working its way 
throughout this mighty lump ot heathenism. 

The signs of a fast coming change are on every 
side. Many social reformations have already been 
wrovgut, The proclamation of the empéror last 
year is fresh in the minds of all. Only a 
afew months ego mathematics was put into the 
course of study for all candidates for positions un- 
derthe government. This means that hereafter 
every man who goes into official service must pass 
through the hands of foreign teachers. A decidedly 
more liberal policy prevails. The menaciog atti- 
tude of both France and Russia compe! the emperor 
to see that, withouta larger recourse to the appli- 
of western civilization, and adequate 
facilities for rapid transportation, the 
glory oO his ancient nation is 
likely to passaway. This necessity is tast breaking 
down the fear of the ghosts of worshipped ancestors; 
and very soon railroads will penetrate the country 
in every direction. Thebarriers of both approach 
and contact are down! China simply awaits the 
zeal and faith of the church for ber evangelization. 

Look at Japan—the land ofthe rising sun! It has 
a population of 30,000,0.0. In 1554 it was opened by 
treaty with the United States. With the political 
revolution which resulted in the establisnment of 
the authority of the Mikado over the whole empire, 
came also, under the influence of the missionaries, 
a mighty religious revolution. Buddhism has been 
disestablished. The heathen temples are deserted. 
Modern improvements bave transformed the who'e 
face ofthe country. Railroads, steamboats, telegraph 
and mail facilities are everywhere. Twenty-five 
years ugo there was not a newspaper in Japan; now 
there are more than two thousand. The 
policy of the government is vigorous and 
progressive. In 1573 the pagan calendar went out 
aud the Christian came in, Now when the mikado 
signs an official document he writes, anno domini. 
in the year of our Lord 1888. In 1876 the Japanese 
“Fifth Day’ went out and Christian ‘Seventh 
Day’’ camein. In 188 the old privy council went 
out and the modern cabinet came in. In 1892 Japan 
will elect a constituent assembly. The cry for 
Christian instruction and help which her millions 
are sending to us across the sea, isenough to stir 
the heartof a stone! They telegraph to our Dr. 
Lamberth from a given townjto come and preach to 
them. He goe: by rail or boat, is met at the station 
by a large delegation; carried to the best hotel; the 
largest hall is rented, and crowded with eager list- 
eners. Upon his departure all local and travelling 
expenses are paid, and he i: begged to Come again. 
The possibilities of success are bounded only by the 
number of laborersin the field. Ifunder God the 
church will rise up to meet this most remarkable 
opportunity, Japan in ten years will become a 
Christian nation, and the church within her b or 
ders a self-sustaining institution. 

Look at little Korea—-the last of all the nations to 

ield to the inevitable. But to Japan belongs the 

onor of opening that door. E-en now Japanese 
evangelists are carrying herthe gospel. It 1s but 
another repetition of apostolic history. 

Look at Turkey—the home of Mohammedanism. 
This isthe purest form ofall paganism in that it 
does not worship idols, and believes in but one God. 
They cry: “Thereis but one God, whois Allah, 
and Mabomet is the prophet.’ But Christianity has 
won its way into the very heart of the land of the 
crescent, The death penalty, which was formerly 
executed upon every apostate from Islam, has been 
removed. The church is firmly planted. Schcols, 
colleges, anda Christian literature are preparing 
the way for a still grander work. The koran—the 
Mohammedan bible—original written in Arabic, 
has never been permitted translation inany other 
tongue. The followers of Mahomet are among many 
nationalities. And soit comes about that when 
the Scriptures are printed in Arabic 
the way is open to every Moham- 
medan, no matter what his nationality, 
who can read his own Bible. whole Turkish 
empire is today wide open to gospel approach, and 
many of the greatest obstacles to success bave al- 
ready been removed. 

Look at Africa! Twenty-five ycars we knew 
but little of Africa, except that it had thousands of 
miles of coast and a great rt. God moved upon

This Irate Frenchman Still inthe Lead.

The fact that 
he succeeds in his undertaking is one worthy of 
note. There is some great force that urges him up 
to the successful deeds, and it is found to be on in- 
vestigation the ‘‘Rabbit Foot’ and ‘**Three Kings’ 
cigars.

Stanley, wh» had accepted the 
roposition of James Gordon Bennett, of the Ni w 
fork Herald, to co on a s°arch for Livingstone, wes 
controlled by no higher influence than a burning 
desire foradventure He has recorded the effect 
which the pious spirit of this old man had upon 
him," How without a word from Livingstone’s lips it 
wrought convictio 1 of conscience and the conver- 
sion of his soul to God. It was then he determined 
to be bis successor, Leaving Zanzibar in 1874, after 
a journey of a thousand days he came 
out at the mouth of the Congo. But this meant that 
the wonderful land was open. In 1834 ata confer- 
ence in Berlin the fifteen European nations, includ- 
ing Turkey, organized the free state of Congo. with 
& population of 53,000,000, and declared that their 
combined power would be put forthin the protec- 
tion of all forms of the Christian religion, ow it 
is known that there are five great lakes, from which 
five great tivers tlow towards the four points of the 
compass, opening up ten thousand miles of water 
highway through one of the richest and most maz- 
nificent countries in the world. Today the steam- 
boats are plying these waters, railroads and telegraph 
wires are running in every direction, the tide of civ- 
ilization is flowing in, while in the vanguard are 
the courageous representatives of Christ and the 
—, Airica indeed is “stretching out her hands 
0 God,’ 

Look at the papal lands. What a wonderful trans- 
formation has been wrought! The tem- 
poral wer of the pope has 
been utterly exterminated. Protestant churches 
flourish in ‘‘the eternal city’’ under the very shadow 
of the vatican. Protestantism bas increased in 
these old C:tholic countries until it now includes 
one-third of the entire population. 

Mexico and South America by the right of dis- 
covery were brought under Catholic controi. But 
the corrupt rule of Rome through the centuries, 
has in these latter days been utterly broken. Dis- 
establisbment, confiscation, and a liberal form of 
government, have opened up the way fora spiritual 
gospel and made these fields white unto the harvest. 

Look a’ the savage nations! Paolynesia has 
been redeemed. The Sandwich, Henry, 
Fiji, Samoa, and Madagascar islands have 
in fitty years been converted from cannabalism toa 
Christian civilization, The man who has not read 
jhe story of missionary achievement in the south 
seas has missed the most thrilling page in the 
history of modern times! Standing in 
our place we send out today the 
cry of the text: ‘‘Wateman, what of the night?’ 
And from the jloftiest Himalayan peak,} ringing 
along the ‘‘coral strand’’ of India, comes back the 
answer “the morning cometh!”’ From the broad 
walls of China, and from the land otf the rising sun, 
sounding over the wavesof the Pacific, the same 
thrilling cry breaks in upon us ‘‘the morning 
cometh!’ From Constantinople, the diplomatic 
center of the world, and from the top of the mosque 
of Omar, which crownsthe site of the holy serulchre 
in “the city of tie great king,’’ the voice of the 
watchman sounds yet again “the morning cometh!”’ 
From the centerof the dark continent, from under 
the glittering southern cross, and from the land of 
old Aztics, and from theislands of the sea, the 
mighty announcement still rolls forth *‘the morning 
cometh!’ Blessed be the Lord God of our fathers 
that we have li\e1 to see the “day spring from on 
high’’ make glorious the easteren horizon of every 
heathen land! 

It is too late for us to talk about the coming crisis; 
it is already upon us. What will the church of God 
do to meet it? In the early history of the move- 
ment, Benjamin W. Crowninshield stood upin the 
senate of Massachusetts and opposed a bill charter- 
ing “The American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions’ upon that “it will export reli- 
gion, whereas there is none to spare among our- 
relves.’’ It is sad to know that stch a man could 
have successors in thisage of the world, and yet it 
is true. But when will you learn that the sel- 
fishness which appropriates all things is of the 
devil and not akin to the spirit of our Lord? When 
will they learn that the only religion that truly 
saves at home is the ‘‘exporting’ kind? The funda- 
mental truth in the parable of the sower was the 
propogating power of the gospel. The seed among 
the; thorns was lost simply beca:se it did 
come to the fruitage. the develop- 
ment of that power by which it could further 
multiply itself. -The gospel is compared to water, 
but water muet run or _§ stagnate. It is 
compared to fire, but fire must burn 
or die out. To keep the saving 
power of the gospel in our own hearts, we must 
propagate in some other heart—we must “export” it 
into the “regions beyond.’”’ The responsibility 
which clearly rests uponthe church is to see that 
Christianity is brought in contact with all these 
millions of heathen. The divine power in the mes- 
sage of life willwork itsown way. The need is 
great, but not beyond our ability to meetit. But we 
shall never rise to the measure of our present obliga- 
tion until we have putas:ideour miserable, meagre 
assessments and bring the great demand of the 
world’s need directly tothe conscieuce of the peo- 
le. The Moravians haye 20,000 adult members. 

‘or every seventy of these communicants they have 
aimissionary inthe toreign field. Two yeurs ago 
they contributed to the foreign work the sum of 
$240,000, or $12 per member. Ifthe whole Protestant 
Christian ehurch would do as wellit would make 
anannual princely revenue of $350,000,000, With 
such a sum we could Bhristianize the world in an- 
other generation. But instead we give only $10,009,-

This to many may seen a large sum, But com- 
pare, if you please, to the $00,000,000 spent each 
year in the United States for drink. Add tothis the 
3600,000,000 which England annually spends for the 
same purpose, and you have a colossal sum of 
$1,500 0)0,.00, or more than a dollar a head for 
every living human being upon the face of the 
earth. O, for consecrated means, both large and 
small to the cause of Him who died for us! Chris- 
tianity has come to the crisis in her history. We 
must put the old lines behind us, and lookout upon 
the opportunity of the present, and open our ears to 
hear this mighty cry for help! What will this 
grand church ee ig favored above many—rich in 
worldly goods and in the m»:rcies of God, do to 
meet this crisis—this world-wide need? No other 
organization in our southern Methodism has been 
so closely and tenderly connected with the foreign 
field.
